but that, 10 far as the cost of produc- 
tion is concerned, die; could meet any 
competition with their improved" ma- 
chinery, and with labor as cheap aa it 
would be under free trade." 


THE London Time*, of yesterday, in 


iu financial article, tays : "The finances 
of the United States may excite the 
envy not only of England but of Eu- 
rope. 
Its unprecedented rate of re- 


demption is having its natural effect in 
raisintt the credit of the United States 
to a level with the most staid and beet- 
paying ofrfnnnities of the Old World. 
In reaching that level the United States 
will only attain its rightful position. A 
country which is so faithful to its en- 
gagements, whose resources are so lim- 
itless, and whose population increases 
with such remarkable rapidity ought to 
enjoy the best credit accorded to any 
State. In all probability, should condi- 
tions remain favorable, Secretary Sher-

LiBOR STRIKES 


The Boston Bulletin discusses the 


subject of labor strikes in a lengthy ar- 
ticle, in the course of which it gives 
Rome valuable statistics, as follow!): 


Th« strikes'of textile operatives in 


England during the last year number 
227; in Massachusetts they number 
but 59 during the last fifty years. The 
number of mills in England is to the 
number of strikes in that country in 
nearly the same ratio that the number 
of mills in Massachusetts ia to the 
number of strikes, but the magnitude 
of the strikes and tbeir cost offer 
scarcely a comparison. In Fall river, 
where the strikes have been most fre- 
quent and expensive, but $1,100,000 is 
the amount estimated to have been lost 
in wages since its beginning as a man- 
ufacturing town, against a loss of $12,- 
000,000 in Lancaster alone in 1878. If 
we should multiply the average number 
of strikes in" Massachusetts or the num- 
ber engaged in them, or tho loss in 
wages, by the number of States wherein 
strikes are frequent enough to be taken 
into the account, the showing would be 
vastly in favor of this country 
a: 


compared with England. An interest- 
ing thing to note further is, that the 
number of strikes per year vary con- 
stantly, fluctuating during the last ten 
vears as follows: 1870, 30; '71, 98 
T72,3*3; '73,305; '74,286; 75, 245 
'76, 229; '77,180; '78, 208; '79, 308 
And strangely enough the great num 
ber oi strikes in 1872-3 happened at 
time when industry was at its highes 
and labor was iu extreme demand.

Indian Corn. 


The future of the American corn 


product, remarks the Chicago 'limet, ia 
an interesting question. Our own re- 
quirements are increasing at a rapid 
9»er. while the uemand from Europe is 
constantly assuming larger proportions. 
It has not been long since it began to 
4awn on the minds of trans-Atlantic 
people that Indian corn-meal could be 
made into wholesome human lood as 
well as that the. raw material is food 
for domestic animals. The prejudice 
against it is gradually giving way, as is 
shown by our increasing exports of both 
corn and corn-meal. Cheap, wholesome 
and nutritious, the demand for it will 
increase and, year by year, absorb more 
of our increasing production of this 
great cereal. As from its discovery it 
has played a conspicuous part in Amer- 
ican civilization, so in the future it is 
destined to have a vast influence upon 
th« economic relations between this 
country and other nations. Messrs. 
Bead and Pell, in their recent reports 
M commissioners of the British gov- 
ernment to investigate our agricultural 
resources 
and capacities, spoke of 


American corn production as "next in 
importance to wheat, if not claiming 
first rank." In growth and development 
*) a nation the part of this cereal •has 
been of great significance, and in our 
future progress it will hardly be less 
conspicuous.

The following is the result of the in- 


luest held by Coroner Frank, as reported 
n to-day's Globe-Dtiiwrrat: 


At 4 o'cleck in the afternoon an inquest 


was held over the body of Mr. William 
Icnry Fanning, the agent in the Caronde- 
et branoh office of the Missouri Pacific 
•ailway, wlukwas killed by switch engine 
No. 135, in Carondclet, .Wednesday even- 
ng at about 5 o'clock. The witnesses ex- 
amined wers Mrs. Catherine Fanning, 
wife of the deceased; John Blocker, fire- 
man of the engine; Gotliebb Btroebbe.the 
engineer-, Lamar 
Curtis, yardmaster; 


and Hillary Beall, a clerk In the office. 
The verdict was of death by accident- 
nobody to blame-and the engineer and 
firemen who bad been under airest were 
accordingly released. The theory of the 
accident as developed in the testimony 
was that Mr. Fanning was walking on the 
track and fell from catching his foot on 
the rail. The only actual eye-witness was 
John Blocker, the fireman, who testified 
to sticking his head out of the window of 
the cab, and seeing Mr. Fanning walking 
a little way from the engine. He called 
to the engineer, "Stop her; the old man is 
under," but the caution came too late; 
when the engine was reversed Mr. Fan- 
ning had already been crushed under the 
wheels. He was a native of New York, 
50 years old, and resided in Decatur, 111., 
whence his wife was summoned after the 
accident.
